CAIRO (Reuter). — The prosecu- 
tion demanded the death sentence 
yesterday against Egypt's former 
War Minister, General Mohammed 
Fawzi, for his part in ap alleged 
plot last May to overthrow Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat. 

The prosecutor-general, Dr. Mus- 
tafe Abu Zeid, told a three-man 
military tribunal that General Fawzi 
had tried to stage what amounted 
to a military coup d'etat in support 
of former Vice-President Ali Sabry, 
who has already been tried on simi- 
lar ch; and awaits the verdict. 

Fawzi's share of blame for the 
conspiracy must be deemed greater 
than many of the other 90 defen- 
dants, the prosecutor-general said, 
adding that the ex-minister had 
tried to involve the Army at a cri- 
tical time when Egypt was facing 
the enemy — Israel. 

The 56-year-old former minister, 
thinner and a2 little pale after five 
months detention, sat morosely in 
the dock behind iron railings as the 
prosecution outlined its case against 
him with the aid of tape-recordings 
in which he was named by Sabry 
and the former Interior Minister, 
Sha'arawi Goma'a, another of the 
defendants.

New and higher prices for polish- 
ed rice, locally-packed sardines and 
tea hhave been set by the Commerce 
and Industry Ministry’s Price Con- 
troller, the Government Press Of- 
fice announced yesterday. The move 
follows ἃ recommendation by the 
Ministry's Price Review Committee. 

For the consumer, rice goes up 
by 15 agorot, to bring the price- 
per-kilo to ‘between [1.118 and 
71.40, depending on the type. 

Sardines go up by two agorot a 
can. Up to now, they ranged in 
price from 60 agorot to Ib} per 
can 

For a 100-gramme packet of tea 
leaves, the price increase will mean 
a difference of 10to 20 agorot, white 
tea bags will be increased by seven 
agorot per package of 25 one-gramme 
tea bags. 

Meanwhile, shortages of some 
foodstuffs will continue to be felt 
in groceries and supermarkets this 
week. Some producers are said to 
be slowing down supplies of goods 
whose sale at the pre-devaluation 
prkes is no longer possible. 

The shortages will mainly be in 
certain types of canned olives, hard 
cheeses and canned meat,

Police probe

Senior officers at National Folice 
Headquarters yesterday confirmed 
that the police were investigating 
allegations that Autocars and its 
manager, Mr, Yitzhak Shubinsky, 
had accorded special benefits to a 
number of public figures and peo- 
ple in key positions in Government 
‘Ministries and economic organiza- 
tions. 
The investigation has been under 
way for the past two weeks and 
is expected to take some time in 
view of the complicated material 
and the difficulty of proving whe- 
ther such benefits had actually been 
accorded, It was stated. The police 
are also screening Autocars’ books 
in an attempt to find out whether 
some of these alleged benefits have 
been recorded under different head- 
ings. 
Tt is understood that the claims 
involve the sale of cars for consl- 
Gerably reduced prices and special 
credit terms which πὶ are 
mot available to the public.

Hotel rates to 


rise by 15%

‘The Hotels Association and the 

Ministry of Tourism are current! 
Β an agrement whic 

will see a 15 per cent increase in 
hotel rates over the Sly 
years, starting in March 
The increase of 7.5 per cent each 
year is in addition to the five 
per cent increase in the service 
charge already approved for im- 
plementation next March. 

Following the devalustion in 
August the Ministry of ‘Tourism 
together with the Treasury decided 
to leave the hotel rates — in dollar 
terms — unchanged. At the same 
time they cancelled certain subsidies 
paid to the hoteliers, which meant 
thet the top-grade five-star hotels 
about 15 per ceat 


ght cent more. 

At the time, it was announced 
by the Mizistry of Tourism that 
this decision meant that hotel rates 
would not rise before the end of 
February 1973. The Association, 
however, then announced that ἐξ 
wasn't too happy about this. Nego- 
tiatlons which have been under 
way since August appear to have 
resulted in a victory for the hotels, 
which, it is understood, threatened 
to strike if they weren't given sa- 
tisfaction, 

Dr. Kurt Licht, President of the 
Hotels Axsociation, told The Post 
that the increase won’t be applied 
at the same rate to the five-star 
hotels, which had benefited most 
from the devaination. However, ail 
the other grades wil get the in- 
crease, which the Association claims 
is necessary to offset rising costs. 

The new rates will be applied in 
Eat within 2 week, as the season 
in the south is now starting, Dr. 
Lacht explained. In Tiberias the 
new rates will go Into effect on 
December 1, and in the rest of the 
country from March 1.
